It  was  one  of  thoae  snrpriae  expe- 
riencea.  A  cov^  came  into  our 
church  and  aat  down  on  the  bade 
row.  They  had  a  littie  babv  that  I  later 
found  out  waa  two*and-a-nalf  nwntha 
old.  From-the  front  of  the  churdi,  I 
could  only  ace  there  waa  aontebo^ 
baek  frwre  who  I  could  not  identify 
and  that  thw  had  a  little  new  life 
package  with  them.  It  waa  not  until 
the  dote  of  the  aervice  that  aeveral 
people  came  down  and  helped  me  get 
directed  to  the  back  where  I  could 
meet  tlda  young  couple.  I  met  the 
mother  and  her  husband  and  their 
little  haby  boy.

brain  damage.  They  explained  to  me 
that  the  portion  of  the  brain  that 
had  been  afiected  controls  his  throat, 
swallowing  nuschanism.  and  his 
voice  box. 

This  little  babv,  not  yet  three 
months  old.  would  wake  up  and  look 
around  but  he  could  not  swallow 
on  hia  own.  He  could  hot  make  any 
sounds.  The  young  moa  choked  back 
tean  Ify  laugnlng  and  explained  to 
me,  *He  ia  a  perfect  baby-  He  never 
cries.*  Then,  unable  to  bold  back  the 
tears,  she  said,  *C>h,  bow  maw  times 
I  would  love  to  heat  him  cry.  but  he 
never  will.'  My  heart  broke  for  this 
young  couple  and  for  this  precious 
UtUebabe. 


Sometimes  I  think  about  how  we 
complain  about  the  problems  of  life 
when,  if  we  stopped  and  thought  about 
IL  we  should  be  rejoicing  about  aome 
Of  those  problems.  This  being  a  good 
exam^e,  that  when  we  get  upset  about 
a  diUa  won't  *top  n^n£  it  might 
not  hurt  if  we  pauaedto  think  about 
the  mother  wno  will  never  hear  her  aou 
cry.  Cryingand  being  fotay  is  a  baby's 
langua^.  They  ate  talking  at  a  bate 
levd  spring  tiunm  like;  Tm  hungry. 

I'm  aie^.  I  need  changing.  I  n^ 
love.  I'm  cokL  It's  somewhat  of  a  Urn- 
ited  faUKuage,  but  moms  and  to  some 
extent  oads  tearn  it  fairly  qidd;fr. 

Still,  you  have  to  be  alert  ana  at- 
teifrive  to  tfaia  new  language  or  yonH 
miss  the  baby's  text  message  be¬ 
ing  sent  to  you.  On  a  apiritw  level, 
the  Apostle  Patd  addrosea  infants 
in  church.  In  >  Corintfaiaiu  3:1  and 
foUovving,  be  tdls  about  babies  in 


the  church  and  apparently  they'  had 
gotten  his  attention.  It  is  noteworthy, 
tnov^  that  babies  are  much  like 
their  adult  counterparts.  They  want 
what  they  want  when  they  want  it 
with  little  or  no  time  lapM  whatsoev¬ 
er.  They  want  to  be  understood.  They 
want  something  done  if  you  cant 
understand  them.  There  arc  several 
items  that  we  need  to  remember 
when  dealing  with  babies,  whether 
they  are  new  in  our  homes  or  scat- 
terM  throughout  the  congregation  at 
our  churches. 

Rrst  of  aU,  we  need  to  remember 
that  babies  are  not  mean,  evil  little 
creatures.  They  may  get  on  your 
D«vcs.  They  may  not  understand 
•  what  your  commands  are  all  about 
TT^  may  not  even  be  able  to  be 
unmrstood  when  thew  erv,  but  it  ia 
important  we  remember  now  precious 
they  arc  even  though  they  are  difficult 


to  deal  with  aometimes.  They  cer¬ 
tainly  shotdd  not  dictate  everything 
goes  on  in  a  bousdiold  day  after 
after  day,  but  it  is  ahva^e  wise  and 
to  pay  attention  to  them  be- 
eaiM  they  at  times  desperately  need 
you.  They  have  no  one  else  but  rou. 

A  sec(^  item  to  remember  is  don't 
cet  upset  or  angry  when  a  baby  cries. 
It  is  roe  only  medianism  available  to 
them  for  communication.  There  ought 
to  be  times  when  you  pause  to  give 
thanks  that  they  can  cry.  Remember 
the  precious  roung  mom  with  her  in¬ 
fant  ch^  and  how  she  longed  for  him 
to  be  able  to  cry. 

Another  hem  to  remember  is  in 
keep  loving  them  and  encouraginc. 
them  to  now  and  to  learn.  It  takes 
lime  andpatience  for  a  baby  to  grow. 
Most  of  them  will  grow  and  mature 
and  learn  to  talk  and  walk  and  sing 
and  share  life  with  ron,  to  keep  on 
loving  and  keep  on  lifring  them  up. 

One  last  item  to  remember  is  that 
as  you  deal  with  a  baby,  H  is  not  nec¬ 
essary  to  act  like  them.  Seriouslv,  it  is 
best  if  you  are  a  grorvnup  to  act  like 
you  are.  You  once  were  a  baby  your¬ 
self,  but  if  you  have  moved  on  to  ma¬ 
turity  try  to  stay  there.  As  the  Apostle 
Paul  said,  *Wben  I  was  a  child, T 
spake  as  a  child,  I  understood  as  a 
eliild,  I  thought  as  a  child:  but  when 
I  became  a  man,  I  ptit  away  childish 
things’  (z  Cor.  13:11). 

Gm  help  us  to  love  babies  when 
th^  cry  or  even  if  they  are  unable  to, 
ana  be  there  to  love  them.  Trytonn- 
derstand  and  nurture  them.  They  will 
be  blessed  and  to  will  you.

(BP  and  fo¬ 
cal  rapoita)  —  Southern  Semi- 
naty  ftSTS)  trustees,  enjoying 
record  enrollment  of  nearly 
5J00  students,  on  Oct.  9  unan- 
unnusly  approved  seminal^ 
president  R.  Albert  Mohler  Jr.  s 
recommendation  to  adopt  The 
Nashville  Statement  as  an  offi- 
cid  part  of  the  school’s  confes- 
sionu  documents. 

1110  Nashville  Statement  is 
a  document  that  affirms  bibli¬ 
cal  teadiing  about  gender  and 
sexuality  and  seeks  to  clarity 
Christian  beliefe  on  some  of  the 
most  pressing  cultural  issues.  It 
was  puMished  earlier  this  year 
by  the  Council  on  Biblical  Man¬ 
hood  and  Womanhood  and 
signed  by  evangelical  leaders 
acroM  the  United  Stales,  in- 
diidmg  each  Southern  Bapti^ 
seminary  preaident.

I  Ki^  tells  us  of  God's  great  wis¬ 
dom  that  He  gave  Solomon  as  a  very 
young  King,  -eod  gave  Solomon  wis- 
*””•  .very  great  insight,  and  under- 
waning  as  vast  as  the  sands  on  the 
seashore.  Solomon's  wisdom  was 
Rteater  than  the  wisdom  of  all  the 
P*®J^c  of  ffie  East,  greater  than  all  the 
wisdom  of  Egypt.  He  was  wiser  than 
■njmne,  iKing  4:29-313  (CSB). 

Tms  generous  gift  to  Solomon  and 
to  the  people  he  ruled,  was  because 
Mitmon  loved  the  Lord  and  showed 
^ Jove  by  keeping  Chxl's  Laws.  The 
LbnWian  Standard  Bible  says  it  this 
wsy:  Solomon  loved  the  Lord  by  walk- 
IM  m  the  sUtutes  of  his  father  David,’ 
ilungs3;3.  Solomon  knew  what  God's 
bw  were,  how  to  follow  (kid's  laws, 
and  wlut  it  looked  like  when  a  man 
and  a  kuig  lived  in  God's  will  because 
!“*  foiber,  David,  lived  that  way  of  life 
in  TOnt  rt  him.  Those  of  us  who  have 
had  the  bleMing  of  a  Ckxlly  dad  can 
p^r  overeatimate  the  value  of  that 
Influence  in  our  lives.

Vanity  of  vanities,  saith  the 
Preacher,  vanity  of  vanities  all  is  van¬ 
ity.  Ecclcsia.stes  1:1-2  (KJV),  That  cer¬ 
tainly  sounds  like  a  very  di.scouraged 
even  depre.ssed  individual  H  I.  Hester 
111  his  classic  Old  Testament  college 
texl^ik  summarizes  what  happened 
to  King  .Solomon.
